Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Norviel suggested amending claim 1 so to delete the phrase 
"selecting cells based on whether the cells express a short-lived protein" and to indicate that the claims are drawn 
more to a method of identifying, studying or evaluating proteins generally. Mr. Sisson indicated that such an 
amendment may raise issues of new matter as the specification clearly indicates that the method is to be for the 
isolation and characterization of short-lived proteins, and not for the characterization of proteins generally. 
The aspect of having applicant submit evidence that "short-lived proteins" were known in the art and are recognized as 
having utility at the time of filing. Mr. Norviel indicated that he will also consider submitting experimental evidence 
showing that the claimed method has been practiced and has resulted in the identification of a new short-lived protein 
that is structurally similar to known short-lived proteins. 
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
